To my Brother Knights & your Families; 

I want to acknowledge the great work 
that many of you are continuing to do on behalf of 
the Council. What a great effort at the Angels 
Wing of the School. Many brothers (and others) 
worked very hard to make these much needed 
classrooms a reality in time for the start of the 
school year. Additionally, I commend the hercu- 
lean effort, also at the school, towards the ongo- 
ing building of the classroom storage closets. 
Although many hands were and are involved in 
these two worthy projects I want to laud the lead- 
ership of Brothers Jon DeCort and Phil Primacio, 
who have provided the energy and direction for 
these two projects. Thanks Brothers! 

I am still working on putting together my 
vision for the Council both near and long term. To 
do this, I've met with our Service Program Direc- 
tors and recently, accompanied by our Worthy 
Deputy Grand Knight, Chancellor and Benefits 
Advisor, met with our Pastor and Chaplain, Father 
Bill, to ensure we are in-synch in our efforts as 
well as to ensure that we articulated our support 
for our clergy and parish. The short of it is that 
our meeting was excellent and we are well on our 
way to set out our vision and goals after an addi- 
tional meeting with Program Directors. I will en- 
sure these are disseminated to everyone at our 
next business meeting. 

I can tell you, however, that there are 
three important pillars to what I intend to achieve 
in the near term (this year). The first is that we all 
must realize that we are an 'Active' Council. 
This means that every member is expected to 
participate in one way or another in the activities 
of our Council. I realize that time is at a premium 
for are some of you who because of jobs require- 
ments and other personal commitments. How- 
ever, remember that you have made a commit- 
ment as a Knight to become a better Catholic and 
a positive example of service to our Parish and 
Community. I want you to want to be involved in 
the life of the Council. I want you to share in the 
spirituality and friendships that come from being a 
Knight. I want to leverage your unique qualities 
and capabilities to help make this one of the best 
Councils in the State of Florida and a force for 



good works within our own communities. To do 
that I need to know what I need to do to help you 
become involved. One of our major council 
requirements is that each member is associ- 
ated with at least one Service Program Com- 
mittee. I ur directors need a willing pool of po- 
tential volunteers, who they can call upon when 
they need assistance whether it is manpower, 
advice, planning expertise, etc. It does not mean 
you have to do everything or anything - it just 
provides the Council a more efficient way of gaug- 
ing interest, and thus potential support, for given 
projects falling within the purview of specific pro- 
grams. This also does not mean you cannot be 
involved in projects across the spectrum of pro- 
grams in the Council. Please contact our Worthy 
Deputy Grand Knight, Sir Knight Chuck Lusky or 
our Membership Director, Sir Knight Darin O'Neal 
and let one of them know the program area that 
interests you the most. 

The next area is Family involvement. I 

realize that it is a difficult choice to give up time 
with the family to commit to Council projects and 
events; therefore, I am going to be taking a hard 
look at planned events and ensure that there is 
opportunity to include family participation (which 
has always been encouraged) as well as looking 
at the dates and times where we plan events. It 
is my belief that the more your families know 
about what we do and your efforts there, the more 
amenable they will be to both your involvement as 
well as their potential involvement. Your input is 
essential to this effort. 

Finally, what I believe to be one of our 
most important areas is 'Spiritual Growth'. We

Brother Knights, 

Hospitality is one of the fundamental Judeo- 
Christian virtues. Throughout the Old Testament 
there are wonderful stories of men and women of 
faith who opened their hearts and homes to strang- 
ers in need. Jesus taught us that whenever we care 
for a person in need, we are caring for him (Mt 
25). Over the years, it has been a litmus test of au- 
thentic Christian life. 

Recently I have been humbled by the hospitality of 
others. While in New Zealand, I met a woman 
named Pam who really personified the virtue of hos- 
pitality. Pam works at a resort where I was staying 
and knowing that I was new to the area, offered to 
take me and my friend on a tour of the town. We 
saw things a typical tourist would never see. After a 
full day of sightseeing, she even offered to take us 
to her home for dinner! The next day, she took us 
for a walk in a Redwood forest and then for a picnic 
lunch at a remote lake before dropping us off at the 
airport. I don't think I could ever repay her for her 
kindness. 



Thankfully, that night I did find my host family for 
World Youth Day. They were a lovely family of lim- 
ited means with three young children. They opened 
their hearts and home to me and seminarian Jack- 
son Reeves. The children gave up their bedrooms 
to sleep on the floor so that Jackson and I each 
could have our own private rooms. The mother 
woke before dawn to drive us to the bus stop and 
would stay up long after midnight to make sure we 
were home safe and, if necessary, to pick us up 
from the bus stop. They shared what little they had 
with us. I was humbled by their hospitality. 

This experience certainly has given me pause for 
thought. How hospitable am I? Would I respond 
like my brother priests or like the women and the 
young family? Would I open my home to a 
stranger? Or perhaps less threatening, how wel- 
coming am I to the new face at church or at the 
Council meeting? Do I hang around familiar friends 
or do I make a conscious effort to reach out to new 
people? Am I really known for my hospitality? 




Given the great hospitality I received in New Zea- 
land, you can imagine my shock when I arrived in 
Australia to fend for myself. When I finally arrived at 
the school where I was to meet the group, it was 
locked tight. It took a long time to find the rectory 
and for a priest to answer the door. When he did, 
he didn't welcome me into the house. He simply 
told me not to watch my bags because the area 
wasn't safe and closed the door. I went to a second 
rectory and the reception was the same. Mind you, 
I was even dressed in my clerical blacks! I was 
flabbergasted! 




These are good questions for all of us. I don't know 
about you, but I have some work to do. 

May they know we are Christians because of our 
hospitality towards the stranger in our midst. 

May God bless you and your loved ones.

Military: 

Serving Those Who Served: Since the U.S. De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs (VA) appointed the 
Knights of Columbus to its Veterans Affairs Volun- 
tary Service Program (VAVS) in 2002, Knights 
have started volunteering in approximately 98 per- 
cent of all VA medical facilities throughout the U.S. 
The Order's quick response to providing a large 
number of volunteers was publicly recognized at a 
recent VA executive meeting. Officials described 
the Order's efforts as being nearly unmatched by 
any of the other 350 organizations participating in 
the VAVS program. James A Haley Veter- 
ans Hospital, Nursing Home, Fisher House and 
Haley House. Our first visit is scheduled for August 
20, 2008. 



Knights in Action: There are more than 370,000 
Catholics in the U.S. Armed Forces, and another 
200,000 in the National Guard and Reserves. 
There are 29,000 Catholic patients in military and 
VA hospitals. Organizing councils to serve them 
and working with the Military Archdiocese to en- 
sure that they have access to Catholic ministry is a 
high priority for the Knights of Columbus. At pre- 



sent, we have 49 military councils. This year, we 
have established five new councils: two in the U.S. 
and three overseas. 

A total of thirty Knights and two former Squires 
have lost their lives in Iraq and Afghanistan since 
the war on terrorism began. We honor their cour- 
age, we mourn their loss, and we extend our sym- 
pathy and prayers to their families. We pray for the 
day when armed conflict will give way to a world in 
which we can live together in peace and in justice.
